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with an account ''of all its receipts and expendi- 
tures" of the year 1860, in conformity with section 
19 of the Law, passed April 17th, 1860, chapter 510. 

On the 21st day of April, 1860, the Commissioners 
appointed under the foregoing act, organized the 
Board by the election of Simeon Draper as President 
for five years, and Isaac Bell, Jr., as Secretary for 
the same term of years — the oath of office having 
been administered to each of the Commissioners by 
Hon. B. W. Bonney, Judge of the Supreme Court. 
Having thus fulfilled the requirements of the law, 
the Board immediately entei:ed upon the duties of 
their office. The detailed statements which accom- 
pany this Report will explain every act of the Com- 
mission so far as its labors have to do with the work 
of the last year, and the accompan)dng documents 
will show the duty and action of their predecessors, 
so far as they are upon the record of the Depart- 
ment. The amount of money expended by the late 
Board, since their last report, was $247,056tVo, from 
the first day of January to the 21st day of April, 
1860. There is still unsettled the sum of $]5,497tVo. 

The amount of money expended by the present 
Board, since the 21st of April to this date, is $627,439. 
The items are placed in detail before you. 
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The examination of the details will acquaint you 
with the general condition of the Department when 
placed in our hands, and enlighten you in some de- 
gree as to the condition of the Institutions at different 
periods of the year embraced in our Report. We 
will endeavor to conform to the required statements 
which the law points out, and show each branch of 
our expenditures by itself. It will be seen that im- 
portant changes have been made in the general ad- 
ministration of the affairs of the Department, a large 
reduction has been made in the numbers of the em- 
ployees, &c., &c. Important changes in almost every 
Institution have been made, affecting their economy 
as well as their proper government. The nursery of 
infants in the city has been abandoned, and the 
care of them placed in responsible hands in the 
Alms-House department. Other changes have been 
wrought, which will appear under their various 
heads. 

The Reports made by the Officers in charge of the 
various Departments, will give you a general idea 
of their labors. It has been the design of the Com- 
missioners to unite as many of the elements of good 
government as their experience and knowledge 
pointed out. 
h 



In order to inaugurate a right system of economy, 
they early sought to place the Institutions in as sound 
a condition, as to Government, supplies, repairs, 
and cleanliness, as the time would permit. Order 
and accountability have taken the place of a gene- 
rally relaxed and somewhat irresponsible condition 
of affairs. 

The Bond street Office, No. 1, is the main office 
for the transaction of the general business of the 
Department. 

The location is central, and the regular meetings 
of the Commissioners are held there, twice in the 
month. The Commissioners have, also, daily meet- 
ings (morning and afternoon), for the transaction of 
the regular business of the Commission. 

The arrangements of the building, and the addi- 
tion made, as well as its location, render it in many 
respects such as the general business requires. The 
Commissioners have a lease for five years from May 
last, at a rent of 2,250 dollars per annum, for 3 years, 
and 2,750 per annum for 2 years. The facilities for 
the approach of applicants for relief are much im- 
proved over the former arrangements at the Ro- 
tunda, in the Park. 
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tion, painting, and general repairing — ^have renovated 
the whole interior. The immediate transfer of Re- 
volving Prisoners to the Institutions on Blackwell'a 
Island, has humanized the interior condition of the 
prison, and reloaued it of the disgusting and inhu- 
man spectacle, which has been so revolting for years 
before, and crowds of vagrants are no longer found 
thrown together in masses of misery and disgrace ; the 
improvements in this department extend to the smaller 
prisons. Jefferson Market and Essex Market Prison 
have been objects of special regard, and changes 
have been made which are important, as well as 
beneficial. All present a more cleanly appearance, 
and a more secure and humane arrangement. The 
separation of the the young and inexperienced in 
crime from the old stagers, has been effected. 




The improvements progressing in the t^ity em- 
brace ample provision for hospital accommodations, 
which have been very much needed. 

In the examination of persons committed to the 
City Prisons as vagrants and disorderly persons, from 
23d July to 31st December, 1860, the records pre- 
sent that 5,368 persons had been previously com- 
mitted 33,759 times, or an average of 6§j times for 
each. 
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THE ISLAND HOSPITAL ON BLACKWELL's ISLAND. 

This Institution has not been completed ; it, how- 
ever, is quite near the period when we may com- 
mence to occupy it. Its truly magnificent structure 
presents the appearance of a stately palace. The 
scale upon which it is built, is far beyond the 
requirements of the class of people that have hereto- 
fore occupied the Institution which it was built to 
replace, and we are about to occupy it with mingled 
feelings of regret and satisfaction — regret, because of 
the money required to sustain it on the scale which 
its grandeur indicates, and satisfaction, because of its 
magnificence and spacious arrangements for the sick. 
We would be glad to report even a small portion of 
the inmates as worthy of so noble a provision. 

The Small-Pox Hospital is, we regret to say, 
occupied by a greater number of patients than ever 
before ; we believe it is as well conducted as any 
like Institution any where — at all events, its impor- 
tance to our city must be acknowledged. 

The medical and surgical responsibilities have 
been transferred from Blackwell's Island to the 
Medical Board at Bellevue Hospital, and the entire 
control of the Hospital duties is thus united under 

one MEDICAL AND SURGICAL HEAD. 
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By this change the office of Resident Physician 
has been dispensed with, and we trust a system in- 
augurated which will be welcomed by the patients 
as well as the Board of Commissioners, on the score 
of humanity and economy. 



THE PENITENTIARY, 



Containing as it does 754 prisoners, male and female, 
presents gratifying evidence of an improving condi- 
tion. The number of prisoners employed on the shoe 
contract has successfully opened a system of prospective 
important returns for surplus labor. The manufac- 
ture of soap has resulted in the establishment of a 
permanent point of saving. The general appropria- 
tion of the labor has been creditable to the adminis- 
tration of its affiiirs. The finishing of the Island 
Hospital, and the preparation for a permanent grad- 
ing and arrangement of the Island, keeps pace with 
the advance in the order and distribution of the 
inmates. 



THE ALMS HOUSE 



Presents the conduct of its affairs in a much improved 
condition. The clothing and accommodation of the 
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deserving poor, have been very much changed for 
the better. The condition of the buildings presents 
a most favorable comparison with that in which we 
found them. The miserably built buildings which 
compose the principal institutions, both male and 
female, have been improved both in permanency and 
preservation ; additional wards intended for decrepid 
and demented inmates, have been provided, and 
throughout the department there has been a very 
important and gratifying improvement.

The condition of the ovens will require a change, 
which we trust will result in an improvement in the 
bread, and a saving of the Department. 



THE WORK HOUSE. 



This Department has been been very much in- 
creased in its demand upon the conduct of its affairs. 
The numbers have been greatly augmented in conse- 
quence of the adoption of the humane system of pro- 
viding for the protection, cleanliness, and care of the 
"Revolving" class of inmates that have heretofore 
been crowded into the narrow limits of the City 
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Prison. The condition of this unfortunate class of 
inmates has been changed from the revolting condi- 
tion referred to, to a comparatively useful step towards 
reformation. A gradual improvement is being estab- 
lished, by the employment of the inmates upon con- 
tracts, which begins to appear upon the credit side 
of the account. We hope to be enabled to largely 
add to this slight beginning. 



THE LUNATIC ASYLUM. 

Although too many patients are crowded together 
for the comfort which humanity really demands, the 
improvements in every part of the building are 
visible at every point. The Mad-House has been 
completely renovated, and made comfortable and 
clean. The building now occupied by the patients 
who belong to the Island Hospital, will soon be added 
to this Department, and thus relieve in a great mea- 
sure the difficulty before alluded to. This building 
will be enlarged and continued upon an improyed 
plan as soon as the weather will permit, and by the 
autumn we hope to entirely relieve this unfortunate 
part of our charge. 
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ward's island. 



The grounds upon this Island have been for one 
season productive of a moderate return, in the way 
of vegetables, &c., &c. The hope of the Board is, 
that the next season a condition of things will be 
brought about which will make it of great value to 
the entire Department. 

It is proposed to build a moderate prison, capable 
of containing 100 persons, who may be employed 
constantly in the tillage of the grounds, and avoid, 
by our own eJBForts, the necessity of purchasing any 
of the staple necessaries for any branch of the De- 
partment. 

Randall's island. 

This Institution, the temporary home of children 
requiring the protection of our city, is one of deep 
and earnest solicitude to all whose hearts are warmed 
by the gathering dependants of a helpless age. And 
we deem it well provided, and humanely, as well 
as justly, regarded and administered. The changes 
made through the aid of returning ability of parents 
and friends, as well as the charitable and commenda- 
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ble assistance of auxiliary charitable associations, is 
highly beneficial to these little ones, added to which 
is the daily provision made direct from our own 
ofl&ces for their care, protection, and advancement. 



THE COLORED HOME 

Has in its charge those who are claimants, through 
old age and inability, upon this Department, and we 
feel assured that every proper provision is made by 
the humane conductors for their welfare. 

The colored orphans are provided for at the model 
Institution, which is indirectly connected with this 
Department. The devotion and attention to the 
interest of this lone and separate race of the human 
family, evinced by those having charge of them, 
commend the charity to the respect of all who 
feel interested in their behalf. 

To the medical and surgical staJBF, which is charged 
with the high responsibilities of their profession, we 
return our thanks in behalf of those whose misfortune 
it has been to require their services. We hope to 
find, in the changes we have made, an important 
saving not only of life and health, but flatter our- 
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selves that a spirit of economy in the use of medi- 
cines will favorably present itself in our next Annual 
Report. 

Our financial facilities have been, in every respect, 
promptly and efl&ciently provided by our respected 
Comptroller, whose desire has been, in every way in 
his power, to aid us with his experience and wisdom. 

The accounts and books of statistics generally have 
been re-arranged, and new and improved systems 
have taken the place of the old, as experience has 
indicated. 

The new system of dispensing out-door relief has, 
as far as it has been developed, greatly enhanced the 
chances of relief among the deserving poor, and 
greatly lessened the chances for unworthy charity. 

The system of paying for personal or political ser- 
vices through the coal-boxes of the Poor-House, may 
be considered as in the way of demolition. 

We have great satisfaction in being able to state 
that the lunatics belonging to the care and support 
of the Commissioners of Emigration have, most of 
them, been transferred to Ward's Island. 
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We wish it was in our power, in this connection, to 
state, that we are in receipt of the large amount due 
to this Department from the Commissioners of Emi- 
gration. 

BEEF AND MUTTON CONTRACTS. 

Among the items which have been much reduced 
for the year to come, we are able to enumerate that 
of our general supply of beef and mutton, by which 
a saving to the city will be made of nearly $20,000.

We regret to say that efforts are often made, and 
are frequently successful, to foist the poor and other 
dependants from other counties, upon our Institu- 
tions. We hope for protection, by the infliction of 
an adequate and legal penalty. 

We hope for a beneficial return, consequent upon 
the establishment of a Record Book, of persons want- 
ing employment, as well as those wanting labor. 
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The change made in the power of settlement of 
cases of abandonment, has been left undefined as to 
our jurisdiction over them, and needs revision. 

The change made in the infants placed in our 
charge has been very beneficial. The intention of 
the Commissioners is to organize a separate Institu- 
tion, connected with the female part of the Alms 
House, which will satisfy all who are interested in 
their welfare, and dependent situation. 

Rewards of merit have been deposited in the 
Savings Bank, to the credit of some of the faithful 
nurses and helpers, as a stimulus to continued indus- 
try, regularity, and good conduct. 

The Idiot Asylum is just completed, and will be 
ready for occupation very soon. We hope to benefit 
this class of our charge by lessons of cleanliness and 
care, and such improvement as may be found bene- 
ficial. 

The former custom of entertainment has been 
omitted. 

The difference in the carriage expenses, and the 
savings in entertainment, compared with 1859, is 
at least 15,000 dollars. 
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The fuel has been contracted for at very low prices. 

The milk contract has been productive of a better 
article, at a price which makes a saving of a consider- 
able amount. 

There has been a very important change in the 
issue of visiting permits, which has resulted in a 
great saving of property heretofore carried off bod- 
ily by visitors, in league with inmates. 

The competing charities established and supported 
by the city authorities, and established with motives 
worthy the highest commendation, are doubtless 
doing good, and deserve every proper encourage- 
ment from our citizens generally. It should, however, 
be borne in mind, that these same citizens are taxed 
for the support of this Department, where ample 
provision is made, at a much less expenditure, for 
all they require of charitable aid. 

Reviewing the administration of all the varied 
trust placed in our hands, we feel a pride and satis- 
faction in the universal attention to the best interests 
of the Departments, by the entire official agency in 
the persons of our officers, and we return to them, 
in the name of the Commission, our high sense of 
satisfaction in their efforts to perform their duties 
cheerfully and faithfully. 
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The Commissioners have endeavored, during the 
short period of their administration, to give to each 
and every point submitted by the law to their dis- 
cretion and care, their constant watchfulness and at- 
tention. IIow far they have answered the claims 
upon their ofl&cial duty, they submit to the judgment 
of their fellow-citizens. 

Whether successful or not, they claim to have en- 
deavored to so conduct the Commission as to satisfy 
their own acknowledged obligations, when they as- 
sumed the responsibilities of it. Their duty seems 
to them to be, so to conduct these great charities as 
to be able to render a just return for every dollar of 
the money expended ; to prevent no consideration to 
interfere with the satisfaction of every honest claim 
of charity; to submit to no impositions, aided by 
unworthy agencies to obtain alms, and in all respects 
to preserve throughout the Department a rigid ac- 
countability in all its transactions. With all this 
determination fully carried out, they are well aware 
that they are liable to fall far short of the perfection 
of government. They, therefore, may be allowed to 
rest upon their assurance that, in all matters con- 

• 

nected with the management of the Department, they 
will require from all employees and others the per- 
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formance of every duty of their office to be faithfully 
performed. 

Mrs. Ley, our venerable and respected matron at 
Randall's Island, having applied for a respite from 
the personal and arduous duties of her office, the 
Commissioners have granted it in the following 
terms : 

Mrs. Jane Ley : 

Madam, — Your communication under date of 
instant, was received in due course. The information it 
contains in regard to the resignation of Miss Robinson, and 
the application you make on behalf of your granddaughter, 
will have the earliest attention they require. We regret 
the intended resignation of Miss Robinson, esteeming her, 
as we do, as among our most faithful officers. As to your 
granddaughter, we have reason to regard her as worthy of 
the responsible position you seek for her. 

In respect to your own request to be absolved from your 
heretofore active duty and placed on the roll of Veteran 
Service, the Commissioners have examined the record of 
your official connection with this Department, and find upon 
that record the full endorsement of your exemplary and 
faithful action from the time of your appointment ; as it 
appears that your connection with the department com- 
menced on the 2ith July, 1832, making your term of em- 
ployment twenty-nine years. 

It is with the utmost pleasure that the Commissioners ac« 
cord to you the rest which " three score years and ten" of 
fidelity and conscientious duty, well performed, have a right 
to claim, and they unite in expressing to you the best 
wishes which can accompany a vote so willingly given and 
e 
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so richly deserved. Nearly thirty years you have acted the 
part of mother and protector to the children of more than 
20,000 mothers, bearing with their restless spirits through 
the vicissitudes of infancy, smoothing their pillow of sor- 
row and sickness by night and by day, looking to their 
hopes for preservation and elevation here, while endeavor- 
ing by precept, example, and incessant effort, to prepare 
them one by one for a future of temporal and spiritual 
blessing. May your evening of life be full of those enjoy- 
ments which mostly tend to your peace and happiness. 

Throughout the length and breadth of our country you 
have hearts beating in thankfulness for your past kindness, 
and every day you live these reminders of your efforts will 
appear to you with melting expressions of gratitude for 
your motherly care in behalf of many of the worthiest sons 
and daughters of our favored land.

Simeon Draper, Esq., Prest. : 

Board of Commissioners of Public Charities and Cor- 
rection : 

Gentlemen, — I have the honor to present to your honor- 
able body the Annual Report of the Alms House and Store 
for 1860, together with such suggestions for the further im- 
provement thereof as have presented themselves to my 
mind. 

At the time I assumed charge of the department on the 
1st May, one could hardly conceive a more neglected place 
than then came into my charge. Dirt, and vermin, had 
been allowed to accumulate to such a degree as to almost 
discourage me ; but thanks to time, and a vast deal of clean- 
ing, painting, and repairing, I am enabled to congratulate 
the Board, as well as myself, on the improvement that is 
now everywhere apparent. 

Nearly, if not all, my predecessors have repeatedly com- 
plained of the want of accommodation of inmates. Some 
changes for this especial purpose have already [proved them- 
selves of immense value, giving a large room for ward 



purpose; and tlie erection of the two frame bnildings on 
the east and west of middlo wall, to bo used for male and 
leinale wards, eacli capable of accommodating 100 persons, 
will, when both are occupied, be of great benefit in reliev- 
ing the crowded wards. 

The erection of a Foundling Hospital, to be attached to 
this department, (provision for which has been made in the 
annual estimate for 1861,) will further relieve the main 
buildings, as well a& provide more suitable quarters for the 
little unfortunates entrusted to our care. 

These and such other changes in the internal arrange- 
ment of the buildings as may, from time to time, present 
themselves to our notice, will, without any great outlay of 
money, easily provide all the accommodation required for 
some time to come. 

Shortly after my appointment, an examination was made 
by Mr. D. W. C, Weeks, (and by your orders,) of the west- 
ern tower of female building, and east wall of middle house, 
male building, both of which, from poor construction, were 
pronounced unsafe, and were ultimately taken down. In 
place of the tower, iron balconies have been constrncted, 
with outside stairs, and the wall of middle honse rebuilt 
from the ground as high as third Soor. 

Preparations for the erection of iron stairs from east and 
west sides of each building have been made, which, when 
completed, and the halls opened, will be a decided im- 
provement. 



Among the many repairs that have been made, may be 
enumerated the following, none of which have been under- 
taken without the approbation of your honorable body : 

Repairs of water-closets, new hydrant, paving and fencing 
of the yard. 

The manure vat and hog yard at the stable has been con- 
creted, and the means provided for saving a large quantity 
of manure for the gardens; cut-stone caps have bean put 
upon west end of wall dividing male from female depart- 
ments. 

• 

A paved walk on south side of female building has been 
changed for the better, which, from the nature of the 
ground, was a receptacle for water from the roof, and at 
every shower was rendered impassable. 

The ground between the dead-house and store has been 
graded. 

We have completed a sea-wall around the ferry-house, 
and constructed a " run" for hauling boats from river. 

Also, a number of other small jobs, such as repairing 
walks and fences. 

The necessity for painting all parts of the institutions 
early presented itself, and measures were at once taken for 
carrying the same into effect. 

Inmates were found capable of doing the work, and by 
their help alone all the buildings have been thoroughly 
painted at a cost of 557TVtr dollars — a small amount when 
compared with the benefits arising from the same. 



The inmates of tlie department, both male and female, 
have been kept constantly employed. Tlie result of their 
labor is shown in the tables annexed. 

I would recommend the erection of a suitable building 
in the centre of Ihe grounds, in which the cooking for both 
departments could be done, and in the same providing a 
dining-room for males and females. 

The accompanying "Tables," which have been prepared 
with great care, are designed to show tlie statistics of the 
department, each of which is explained under the respective 
headings. Among them will bo found a table of the found- 
ling children who, happily for them, and tlianks to the 
humanity of the Board, have, during the last half of this 
year, found a home in this Institution. A large number 
were, when admitted, suffering from incurable diseases 
(inherited in most cases from diseased parents) ; a number 
of them have since been relieved by death of a life that 
could not have failed to have been a burden to them. Com- 
petent and careful nurses now have the charge of them, 
and everything that charity can provide is furnished. 

STORE DEPARTMENT. 

This department, which, by resolution of your honorable 
body, has been placed in charge of the Warden of Alms 
House, has undergone many changes. 

The tables showing the distributions and receipts for the 
year, are divided so as to present intelligently the amount 
distributed.

Some improYements in the books have been made, and 
others are intended to commence with the new year. 

The quantity and amount of goods on hand may be 
found by reference to the inventory annexed. 

The bakery, also comes under my supervision. I beg 
leave particularly to call your attention to the ovens, 
which have been so long in use, and so often repaired, tliat 
they are not adapted to the wants of the department, from 
the fact of their being in use sixteen and eighteen hours 
every twenty-four ; rendering it necessary for the hands 
employed to work night and day, in order to meet the de- 
mand for bread. I trust some speedy action will be taken 
to place this department in perfect order. Some proper 
place for the storage of flour is also much needed — the ex- 
tension of the whole building on the cast end would be 
most feasible. 

During the past year 12,909 barrels of flour have been 
made into bread, producing 3,2G0,7C3 lbs. bread. The 
inventory of this department will bo found among the 
'•Tables" annexed. 

To the ofiicers and employees of tlie department I am 
under nian^^ obligations for the valuable aid rendered, and 
the cheerfulness with which one and all have discharged 
their respective duties.

ANNUAL KEPOBT OF THE WARDEN. 

To the Board of Commissioners of Public Charities and 
Correction : 

Gentlemen, — I respectfully present the following Annual 
Keport of this Institution for the year 1860 :

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The above number of deaths includes 149 Coroner's cases. 
Annexed hereto is a table showing the monthly admissions, 
births, discharges, and deaths during the year, with a state- 
ment of the nativities of the several persons. I also annex 
the names and the amount of annual salaries paid to the 
employees, and a schedule showing the cost of all the 
changes and improvements made by your Board for carpen- 
ter work, mason work,'painting, and repairing of every kind, 
with the cost of the materials furnished for sucli work, and 
also a list of all the articles made by the patients during 
the year for winter and summer use. 

Before entering on the present state of the Hospital, I 
would, according to your desire, report the condition of its 
various departments at the time I took cliarge in May, 1860, 
a short time after the organization of your Board. 

The walls of the different wards, including the wood- 
work, were found to be in a bad condition, needing repairs 
and painting. The bath-rooms and water-closets were out of 
order, and many of them were infested with rats. The sup- 
ply- pipes for conveying water to the different tanks, and from 
them to the several wards, were found to be wlioUy inade- 
quate to give a suflBcient supply, and many of the wards 
had neither hot nor cold water. There was no suction-pipe 
or other connection between the steam-pump and a large 
cistern in the yard (capable of containing thirty thousand 
gallons of water), thereby rendering it of no avail in case 
of fire, or accident to the Croton pipes. The facih'ties for 

heating the wards h^ steam were also insufficient, The gasx 

^ - ' • • •••..•■' 
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fixtures and gas-pipes were many of them in a broken and 
leaky condition, needing repairs throughout. There was 
no oflSce for the proper reception and examination of 
patients on their admission, and they were sent to their 
several wards in the old and dirty clothes brought in by 
them, which were kept in or under their beds, rendering 
the air impure, and making it almost impossible to keep the 
wards in a cleanly state. The lower male wards were in- 
fested with vermin to such an extent that it became neces- 
sary to burn the bedding and clothing. The store depart- 
ment was iu a small room in the cellar, badly ventilated 
and damp. There was no proper meat-house, gate-house, 
coffin -house, or sheds for keeping the hose, carts, and other 
property of the Institution from destruction by exposure to 
the weather. The sewerage was in a bad condition, need- 
ing repairs and in many places rebuilding. The steam- 
power was not made available for cooking purposes, and 
there was no proper convenience for the preparation of ex- 
tra diet ordered for the very sick. There was no sufficient 
arrangement for the examination of persons coming to visit 
patients, so as to prevent the introduction of liquor ; and 
tliere was no good system for keeping the ward accounts 
by which the orderlies and nurses could be held responsible 
for the property of the Institution under their charge. The 
yards, cellars, and docks were out of order ; and the gen- 
eral condition of the whole Institution, on your Board tak- 
ing charge, rendered absolutely necessary the entire reno- 
vation of its different departments, and the following 
changes and improvements have been made by your direc- 
tions and under your personal supervision : 
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For the purpose of giving a suflBcient supply of water, 
&c., a large suction-pipe was made to connect the cistern 
with the steam-pump in the boiler-house, and a connection 
was also made by an enlarged pipe with the Croton water. 
New pipes of a much larger capacity were laid from the 
boiler-house to the iron tanks in the upper story of the 
hospital building, and from the several tanks to its differ- 
ent wards and departments, giving by this means, for the 
first time, an abundant supply of hot and cold water in 
every ward in the Institution — an important change for the 
health, cleanliness, and comfort of the patients. 

To increase the steam-power so as to have the Institution 
properly heated, a new boiler house was erected, and a 
new and powerful locomotive steam-boiler was placed in it, 
with large steam-pipes conducting the steam to the main 
building, and new and enlarged pipes and additional steam- 
coils have been put in wherever needed, securing a suffi- 
cient supply of hot water, and an equal and sufficient heat 
throughout every department of the Hospital, never before 
attained. This new steam-power has also been made avail- 
able for cooking purposes for the patients, saving the former 
large expenditure for firewood, and the engineer also re- 
ports a very large saving in the consumption of coal by the 
use of this locomotive steam-boiler over the old boilers in 
use here. 

New steam-pipes have been put in the wash-house and 
drying room, and all the old boilers have been repaired. 

The whole Institution has been thoroughly cleansed,

renovated, and painted throughout, both the interior walls 
and exterior and interior wood-work. 

A new sink-room has been added to each ward, with iron 
sinks and hot and cold water pipes. The gas-fixtures have 
all been supplied with new burners, and renewed and re- 
paired where needed. A new office has been opened for 
the reception of patients, with two examination and bathing 
rooms opening into it, one for females and one for males, 
where the patients on their arrival receive a bath, and their 
old and soiled clothing is changed for a neat hospital uni- 
form which has been adopted by your Board for that pur- 
pose. In connection with this last improvement, there has 
been fitted up a new clothes-ward after the manner of a 
cloak-room, with about eleven hundred compartments, 
numbered with the number of each bed in the Institution, 
where the patients' clothes are placed. A store department 
has been fitted up on the basement floor, and a liquor-room 
has been added to the drug store, and the liquors for the 
patients' use have been placed under the charge of the 
apothecary. A new gate house has been built, and it has 
been made one of the duties of the gate-keeper (with his 
wife's assistance) to search for and stop all liquors attempted 
to be passed in by persons coming to visit patients, or by 
employees. This new arrangement has been productive of 
great good. Already, since its adoption, several hundred 
hottles of poisonous stuff called brandy, gin, &c., have been 
found concealed on the persons of visitors to patients, <fec., 
and been seized at the gate. The result has been increased 

order and sobriety in all the departments of the Institution. 

« 
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Additional rooms have been fitted up at the dead-house 
for the use of the Medical Board, and also for the use, dur- 
ing the pleasure of the Board, of the Coroners of the county, 
with the necessary plumbing work, sinks, and gas-fixtures, 
and the whole building has been i)aiiited throughout. 

A new kitchen iias been opened for the preparation of 
extra diet. The Hospital yards have been enclosed and 
rows of seats put in for the use of the convalescent patients, 
and new flagging and coping has been laid wherever needed. 
A receiving shed for goods has been built, as also a meat- 
house, coffin-house, and other necessary sheds. 

New and more perfect arrangements have been intro- 
dnced for keeping a record of the property under the charge 
of the orderlies and nurses. A record is also kept of the 
temperature of the wards twice each day, with the houi-s 
of visits to the patients, &c. 

The schedules annexed show a larfire amount of clothinor 
and other articles made by the patients during the year, 
the wards being in a very bad condition for nearly every 
necessary article; and also a large number of sheets were 
required by the substitution of white for the former old 
brown ones. 

From the foregoing it will be seen what very great 
changes and improvements have been made since the or- 
ganization of your Board. The wants of tie Institution 
have been provided for, every suggestion deemed bene- 
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ficial for its interest has been carried out Besides making 
the supply of water and heating arrangements as perfect 
as possible, the whole interior and exterior arrangements 
of the Institution have been thoroughly re-organized and 
systematized, and a strict accountability has been intro- 
duced amongst all the employees. The patients are well 
attended to, the wards are kept in order. The diet of the 
patients has been improved by a more liberal allowance of 
extra and nourishing food, while, by the strict system of 
economy introduced by your Board to prevent needless 
waste, a great reduction has been made in the consumption 
of nearly every articlQ ordered for the patients' use from 
the store. 

In the use of spirituous liquors alone ordered daily to be 
setit to the wards for medical purposes, the reduction in its 
^ consumption has amounted to the large quantity of nifie- 
teen gallons per week, and the saving in gas is now about 
thirty dollars per mouth. The force employed has been 
reduced as far as practicable with a duo regard to the 
proper care of the large number of patients in the In- 
stitution. 

The determined effort made to keep the Institution as 
free as possible from persons who were not fit subjects for 
hospital treatment, has had a very beneficial effect; for, 
while we have not had many more patients in the Hospital 
at any one time this year than last, there were treated and 
relieved here this year over thirteen hundred patients more 
than the year previous. The same system will have to be 
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continDed, as want of employment tin's season is cerfuo to 
produce destitution and sickness. Already I bare had to 
open tliree new male wards and pnt in over one hnndred 
beds. Tbe sick poor scorn now more than erer to seek an 
institution where they are carefully nnrsed, clothed, fed, 
and treated daily by some of the first physicians and Bur- 
geons in the conntry, free of all charge. 

Before closing this, my first Annual Keport, I wonld re- 
spectfully suggest for the consideration of jour Board the 
erection near tbo boiler-house of a large coal-receiving shed 
for storing our coal, instead of keeping it as at present in 
cellars. Tlie addition of a new steam washiDg-machiDO 
and enlarged drying and ironing rooms in onr wash-boose 
which yon have determined on, are much needed improve- 
ments. I would also respectfully call the attention of yoor 
Board to the unfinished state of the sti'eets and sidewalks 
ronnd the Institution. 

It affords me much pleasure to be able to bear testimoay 
to the efficient manner in which all the members of the 
house-staff have performed their duties to the patients 
during the past season. 

The duties of the engineer, Mr. Eing, which were in- 
creased by the important changes and additions lately 
made in his department, have, I am happy to say, been 
performed with satisfaction and with fidelity to tbe interest 
of the Institution. Tlie store department under the charge 
of our efficient clerk, Mr. Gambs, required a good deal of 
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labor to properly organize and arrange a more perfect 
system of keeping books, which he has very satisfactorily 
accomplished. The duties at our gate-house have been 
very much increased, and, I am glad to say, they have 
been very faithfully discharged by our present gate-keeper. 

The Matron and the officers of the Institution, the assist- 
ant clerk, and the other employees (with few exceptions), 
have discharged their several duties in a very satisfactory 
manner.

*|i206 25 of this expense was for the Scrap and Prescription Books lately 
ordered, which, deducted, would leave a balance of about $1,000 in favor of 
the Commissioners. 
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I would respectfully present the following as some of the 
reasons for an increased expenditure in the year just past: 

1st. We have had 1,200 more patients during the year. 
2d. We have tilled 1 1 ,000 more prescriptions. 

3d. Four new surgical wards have been opened this 
year, which will account for an increased use of a great 
many articles; among the rest are opium and morphine 
(which have both been very dear this year), balsam Peru, 
oiled muslin, cotton batts, hosi)ital sheeting, quinine, &c. 

4:th. Last year (1S50) in the medical wards n large 
amount of the infusions and tinctures of the simple and com- 
pound bitters were used, which were comparatively inex- 
pensive. This year they have scarcely been used at all, 
but more expensive ones have been substituted. 

In this connection, I would, with due deference, suggest 
that a great saving might be made,^ if the "Medical Board" 
would agree upon some simple " house mixtures " and 
" medicines" to be used by the *' House Staff '^^ in general. 
As it is at present, every one prescribes for himself, and no 
two alike ; consequently, I have to keep on hand a greater 
variety of medicines to suit each one, than I should other- 
wise need to do.

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MEDICAL BOAED— BELLEYUE HOSPITAL. 



January 1st, 1861. 

The Medical Board of Bellevue Hospital respectfully sub- 
mit to the Commissioners of Public Charities and Correc- 
tion their Keport for tlie year 1860. (For details, see 
papers marked A, B, C, D.) 

During the first quarter the Hospital was under the 
charge of the Board of Governors, as it had been for the 
several preceding years. It cannot be denied that its 
government had gradually become less and less efficient, 
until a radical change was a recognized necessity in the 
public mind. The internal police of the establishment was 
no longer properly maintained, the wards were uncleanly, 
waste and decay were everywhere seen, and the inmates 
no longer received that care and consideration which was 
their due. 

Since the reorganization of the Department under the 
present Commission, a marked improvement has taken 
place in every part of the Institution, to which the Medical 
Board bears willing testimony. The building itself has 
undergone most important modifications, greatly adding to 
the comfort of the patients and the convenience of the at- 
tendants, and many needful repairs have been made. 
Without specifying these in detail, we cannot forbear men- 
tioning the improvement in the water-closets; in the lying- 
in department ; in the heating apparatus ; in the special 
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hospital dress of patients, etc. A warm or cold bath can 
now be given in almost any ward in a few minutes. There 
is a copious supply of water throughout the building. Coils 
of pipe have been laid throughout the Hospital, and a 
summer heat can be obtained should it be needed. This 
also applies to the water-closets, before so cold. The nurses 
and orderlies have equally improved. The Medical Board 
take pleasure in stating that the general condition of the 
Hospital is now excellent. 

In the last Annual Eeport it was stated that more room 
would soon be wanted, and the question was mooted as to 
where the new building should be erected. This point has 
been happily settled by the action of your Board, who, 
since the resignation of Dr. Sanger, have placed Black- 
well's Island Hospitals at the disposition of this Medi- 
cal Board. This island has upon it, and at this moment 
nearly completed, one of the most finished hospitals in the 
world, which will, by a proper transfer of patients to and 
from Bellevue, meet the necessities alluded to. 

The Medical Board have felt deeply the want of some 
proper location for the consumptive patients, of whom there 
are a great number in Bellevue. This new hospital has 
wards that are, without exception, well fitted for the pur- 
pose. By these enlarged hospital accommodations the rate 
of mortality can be much reduced, particularly in this 
class of cases. 

Immediately upon the change in government of the 
Hospital a committee was appointed on the part of the 
Medical Board at the suggestion of your Board, and named 
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the Committee of Inspection. It has been the duty of this 
Committee, as their name implies, to watch over the inter- 
ests of the Hospital, go through the wards daily, note any 
irregularity upon the part of the orderlies, nurses, helpers, 
etc., see that the wards are kept clean and in good order, 
and, in fact, look after the general well-being of the 
building. 

The Resident Staff of Physicians and Surgeons is, as usual, 
composed of young men chosen from among the best gradu- 
ates. Tlie interests of the sick are intimately connected 
with the faithful discharge of the duties of these young 
men ; and it is with feelings of pride and gratification that 
we are able in this Keport to testily to the general excel- 
lence with which the resident physicians and surgeons and 
their assistants have performed the various parts assigned 
them during the past year. 

As in former years, this Hospital still continues to be a 
resort for medical students, and in increased numbers. The 
value which medical students attach to bedside instruction 
is demonstrated by the fact that upwards of three hundred 
have taken out tickets during the present winter, and not 
unfrequently the entire number are in attendance. It can 
but be gratifying to the Commissioners, equally with the 
Medical Board, to see the vast advantages which this In- 
stitution is capable of contributing to a thorough practical 
medical education, thus eagerly improved. And it is not 
surprising that they should have suggested the propriety 
of still further enhancing these advantages by so systema- 
tizing the mode of instruction as to render the course com- 
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plete in all departments of medicine, and by giving the 
Medical Board the power of legally graduating the attend- 
ing classes. If these suggestions are carried out in the 
spirit and wisdom which characterize the acts of your hon- 
orable Board, we believe the day is not distant when 
Belle vue will rank, not only as the first hospital in oar 
country, but as one of the most important schools for medi- 
cal education in the world. 

The Medical Board have long felt the importance of a 
well-selected medical library within the Institution, both 
for reference and for the use of students connected with 
the Hospital. During the past year an appropriation was 
made for this purpose from the fund which had accumu- 
lated from the former admission fees. A librarian has 
been appointed, and the initiatory steps have been taken to 
found a library worthy of this Hospital. 

The Pathological Museum under the care of Charles 
Phelps, M. D., Curator, is in excellent condition. During 
the past year it has been increased by the addition of a 
large number of valuable specimens, and will ere long 
rank among the most important collections in the country. 

The Officers of the Hospital, so far as they have come 

under the supervision of the Medical Board, have, with 

few exceptions, performed their duties with commendable 

zeal and discretion.

In addition to the aboVe, I, on the ^th of June last, re- 
ceived from the Warden of Randall's Island, one keeper 
and sixteen prisoners, the number varying at times from 
5 
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twenty-two down to five, until on the 20th of December 
they were finally transferred to the Penitentiary. 

The grounds here under ray charge, which comprise the 
City Cemetery and Farm, have had no improvements prior 
to the Commission of your honorable Board. Since then, I 
have cleared forty acres of laud of rocks and cedars, besides 
ploughing the same, of which fifteen acres were cultivated, 
producing fifteen hundred bushels of rutibaga turnips, three 
hundred and twenty-five bushels of potatoes, and three 
hundred and sixty-one bushels of corn in the ear. 

The salaries paid to the employees of this department are 

as follows : Supt., $800 per annum ; house-keeper, $120 per 

annum ; and the two men employed in the Cemetery, $240 

each, per annum, making the total annual amount of salaries 
$1,400. 

I would beg to suggest the importance of repairing the 
dock adjoining the land owned by John Hilliker, it being 
the centre of the farm, and also sending here the manure 
which will be necessary for farming purposes by spring, so 
as not then to interfere with our general work. 

There have been two thousand three hundred and eighty- 
three interments in the City Cemetery during the year. 
(See returns annexed, marked A.)

The RonoTcMe Commissionera of Public Charities and 
Correction : 

Gentlemen, — It again becomes my duty to submit to 
your honorable body, a report of the condition of the Insti- 
tution of which I have the honor to hold in trust under 
your direction, and it affords me' unfeigned pleasure to be 
able to state that many and important improvements have 
been effected in the management of the several depart- 
ments and branches of this Institution, during the year 
last past. 

Among the most useful of those improvements, I would 
particularize the alteration and fitting up of that portion of 
the building formerly occupied as a residence for the 
"Warden of the Prison, for the purpose of providing a sep- 
arate place of confinement for juvenile prisoners, the advan- 
tages of which are so manifold and palpable as to render 
comment unnecessary. 

A brick building has been erected in the yard, in the 
rear of the male prison, for the purpose of relieving that 
department from the large class committed for intoxication, 
disorderly conduct, and other minor offences. 
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A long needed and most hunaane convenience has been 
acconjplished in providing the several prisons with letter- 
boxes, through which the inmates may communicate with 
their friends, without the expense of employing a special 
messenger. 

Very extensive repairs have been made to the several 
buildings, the roofs of which have been thoroughly repair- 
ed and painted. The walls of the hall-ways and lower cor- 
ridors of the male department, hav« been tastefully and 
ornamentally painted (by prison labor exclusively) in im- 
itation of marble, and the walls of the oflSce and hall-wav 
of the female department have been in like manner hand- 
somely painted. 

Wire gratings have been placed upon the doors of the 
cells appropriated to prisoners who have been convicted and 
sentenced. A large amount of plumbing and gas-fitting 
work has been necessary, the water and light having been 
extended through all portions of the prison. 

The transfer of disorderly persons from this prison to the 
institutions on the Island, has been productive of great re- 
lief to our overcrowded accommodations, and I have every 
reason to believe, it is no less beneficial to the prisoners so 
transferred, who are thus properly cleansed and provided 
for in a manner utterly beyond our power to do, and their 
labor is at the same time rendered serviceable during the 
period of their imprisonment. 

The adoption of the system of granting permits of admis- 
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sion to the prisons at the office of your Board, has greatly 
facilitated the transaction of business in the office of the 
prison, by relieving us from the importunities of friends of 
the prisoners, and from the intrusion of many of the idle 
and curious. 

At the Second District Prison very important improve- 
ments have been effected, in the erection of a new building 
for the office, and providing an entrance from the street to 
the prison-yard, for the purpose of admitting the prison 
wagon within the enclosure ; enlarging the cells for the de- 
tention of temporary prisoners ; increasing the ventilation • 
of the prison, and newly flagging the yard, and also the 
side-walk in front of the prison, and the interior and exte- 
rior of the building has been thoroughly painted. 

At the Third District Prison a new heater has been pro- 
vided, a better ventilation secured, and new iron doors with 
wire gratings supplied to a number of cells, and the build- 
ing newly painted within. 

At the Fourth District Prison the accommodations are to- 
tally unfit and idadequate to the purpose, and in its present 
location, no improvement of consequence can be effected. 

I would respectfully suggest the expediency of providing 
a new and larger entrance to the yards of the First Dis- 
trict Prison, through the wall fronting upon Elm Street, of 
sufficient capacity to admit the large drays and wagons- 
■upon which the prison Supplies are transported. 

I also beg leave to recommend that the new portion of 
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the prison, now in process of completion, be supplied with 
a suflBicient number of iron bedsteads. 

It becomes my melancholy duty to allude to the dispen- 
sation of Providence, by which one of our associates has 
been called away from among us. Dr. John C. Covell, who 
for a period of about fourteen years has filled the position 
of Physician of the City Prison, departed this life on the 
4th day of November last. 

The appointment of Dr. Hodgman as Physician, and Dr. 
•Simmons as Assistant Physician, I am happy to say are well 
calculated to insure the efficiency of that department.

To the Honorahle the Board of Commisaioners of PiMie 
Charitiea and Correction : 
Gentlemen, — In presenting to you this my first Annual 
Report, I must claim your indulgence for the omission of 
much that might be interesting. My appointment as City 
Prison Physician ie of such recent date (Nov. 1st), and owing 
to the demise of the late lamented incumbent (Dr. Corel), 
much valuable information is withheld from me, which I 
will endeavor to correct in my future annual communica- 
tions. In assuming the duties of my office, I was most 
agreeably surprised to find so few cases of serious disease, 
which, from the peculiar locality of this prison, I was led 
to expect existed, and which, from the over-crowded state 
of the cells in the male prison, might have been anticipated, 
that no deaths have occurred from disease contracted in 
the prison during the year I860, 

The total amount of commitments to the City Prison and 
its tliree branches for the past year, are {39,162) thirty-nine 
thousand one hundred and lifty-two. The following tabular 
statement exhibits the number of deaths and the diseases to 
which they may be attributed, as follows :

Much care has been taken with those sent here for ex- 
amination, to discriminate between those who are really 
chargeable to your institutions and those who are not, and 
it will be seen that sixteen (16) have been sent to those 
counties to which they belong. In case of the death of 
persons whose names or history could not be ascertained, 
or where the cause of death has been doubtful, the coroners 
have been notified of the fact, and the cases duly attended 
to. 

The evil complained of in the last year's report, viz., the 
conveying to this prison of persons picked up in the street, 
in a moribund condition, still exists, and I may say that 
all the deaths that occur here are among that class ; they 
are often conveyed from a distance when they should be 
taken to the nearest station-house, there cared for by the 
Police Surgeons, and sent to where they belong. This, in 
inclement weather, is a very serious evil, as in most cases 
they are more proper subjects for hospital than a prison ; 
if this could be remedied, much suffering would be pre- 
vented. 

Since assuming the duties of this ofiice, I have found in 
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Dr. Simmons much valuable assistance in enabling me to 
carry out your instructions ; also in tbe Warden, Mr. Chas. 
Sutton, and his subordinates, to whom my thanks are due 
for aiding me in the performance of my duties. 

The three Dist. Prisons have been regularly visited, and 
the necessary medicines furnished, rendering it unnecessary 
to call in other medical aid, and I consider that much 
credit is due to the keepers for the admirable condition in 
which the cells and coi'ridoi's are kept. 

I beg to offer you my thanks for the promptness with 
which you have responded to my requisitions, thus ma- 
terially aiding me in carrying out your instructions.

Sir, — It becomes my duty to present to your honorable 
Board a brief outline of the general condition of this In- 
stitution the past year. 

On the 1st of January, 1860, there were seven hundred 
and eleven patients in the Asylum, and four hundred and 
one were admitted during the year, making the whole num- 
ber under treatment eleven hundred and twelve. 

Of these, two hundred and forty were discharged, and 
one hundred and eighteen died, leaving in the Institution, 
on the 31st of December, 1860, seven hundred and fifty- 
four. 

The daily average was seven hundred and forty-five. 
The largest number in the Institution on any day of the 
year being seven hundred and seventy-eight, while the 
smallest number was seven hundred and eleven.

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About thirty-seven per cent, of those admitted recovered. 
Tlie proportion of recovery depends much upon the dura- 
tion of the disease prior to admission, and upon the physical 
condition of the patient when admitted. If many have 
consumption, epilepsy, or palsy, the ratio of recovery is 
correspondingly diminished, while the number of deaths 
becomes increased. 

Of those admitted from the Public Institutions (94), 
many of whom had long been insane, only six per cent, re- 
covered, which lessens essentially the general proportion of 
recoveries. The ratio of deaths, on the whole number 
under treatment, is ten in a hundred. 

No epidemic has prevailed, but this large mortality has 
resulted mostly from chronic diseases, which existed at the 
time of admission. An account of the condition, results, 
&c., in detail, will be found in the tables of statistics. 

IMPROVEMENTS MADE. 

Much has been done in the way of general repair to the 
buildings, and in the general improvement of the grounds. 
An enumeration of the various improvements will show 
many of the wants of this department at the time your 
honorable Board assumed its management. Within the 
last six months, the whole of the interior and exterior of 
the main building and the outside of the Lodge were 
painted, as also the outhouses and fences about the build- 
ings. The rear wing and verandas of the Lodge were 
found, on inspection, to be insecure, from the rottenness of 
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the timbers, and nearly all the wood-work had to be re- 
moved. The wing and a portion of the verandas have 
been rebuilt, and the several changes in the rooms which 
were made, render the buildings not only more secure, but 
more convenient than at any time before. The heating ap- 
paratus of the Lodge has been changed, so that steam can 
be used instead of hot water, which adds to its capacity for 
warming the building, and a tank, placed in the attic, sup- 
plies warm water for all of the halls in the house. The 
bathing and wash-rooms have also been thoroughly remod- 
eled and improved.- 

Very extensive repairs have been made in the main 
building, in plumbing, repairing roofs, carpentry, &c. 
Lancaster quilts were furnished for many of the beds, oil- 
cloths for the dining-rooms, and carpets supplied where 
deemed necessary. The general dietary of the house has 
been somewhat improved, an extra quality of provisions 
allowed to the attendants and helps, and the clothing fur- 
nished the patients is of a superior quality. 

In the improvement of the grounds, fences have been re- 
built, new walks laid out, a number of trees planted, and 
the work of reclaiming the marsh land continued, by which 
an acre of ground is added for future cultivation. The 
statement in previous reports, that when all the land north 
of the Asylum is under cultivation, sufficient vegetables 
may be raised for the use of the inmates, I trust will soon 
be verified. To complete this great work a sea-wall should 
extend around the marsh, otherwise a portion of the earth 
would be removed by the high tides of spring and fall.

LABOR AND AMUSEMENTS. 



Tlie effort has been to keep the patients employed, as far 
as possible, either in labor or amusement. Some idea may 
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be formed of the labor done by referring to the list of arti- 
cles of clothing, bedding, &c., made in the Institution, and 
to the Gardener's Eeport — ^the work in the kitchen, laundry, 
and halls not being included in these tables. 

Music, dancing, theatrical performances, exhibitions of 
the magic lantern, chess, back-gammon, dominoes, and 
cards, have been the ordinary amusements. The Fourth of 
July, Thanksgiving, and the Holidays were duly observed, 
and the patients fully enjoyed the bountiful supply of luxu- 
ries, which was the result of your liberal appropriations. 
In an Asylum with so large a number of patients much 
talent exists, and it becomes the duty of the Superintendent 
to develope and make it available. Some of the dramatic 
performances were attended, not only by the patients, but 
by parties residing in the city, who took an interest in their 
welfare. In one instance the comedy was written by an 
inmate of the Asylum, and several young gentlemen, from 
the other institutions, assisted in representing it on the 
stage. As a literary production it possessed much merit, 
and its representation was highly creditable. Any such 
means, calculated to engage the attention, has generally a 
favorable effect. I believe, however, that the cultivation of 
a social spirit, true sympathy, and good feeling, between 
officers, attendants, and patients, is of more value than any- 
thing else. So long as mind exists, the faculties are not 
obliterated ; and although many be greatly impaired, others 
may exhibit unusual activity. The intellectual faculties 
may be much enfeebled, and yet the emotions, the desires, 
the affections, the idea of right, remain intact. 
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The insane, as a class, except those in the lowest stage of 
dementia, have strong " likes and dislikes." They watch 
the movements of those in charge, listen jealously to their 
orders, and observe carefully their manner and tone of 
voice. 

Should they conceive that those around are heartless and 
cruel, they are apt to mingle supposed injuries with pre- 
vious delusions, and look upon the Asylum as a place set 
apart by their enemies for ill usage and persecution. Even 
if the patient be so demented or melancholic as seemingly 
to be unconscious of any thing, this apparent stupidity may 
be unreal, and the mind take cognizance of every occur- 
rence. A kind word to the most abject may eventuate in 
great good. Whenever the patient can be made to feel 
that those around are friends, and take a lively interest in 
his welfare, much of the antagonism on his part, arising 
from real or imaginary grievances, will disappear. 

This interchange of confidence and good feeling should 
exist i.n every asylum. To the insane, as to the sane, a 
word spoken in kindness by those regarded as friends, will 
ever lessen the bitterness of adversity, and may arouse a 
feeling of hope when the mind had almost yielded to des- 
pair. 



CROWDED STATE OF THE ASYLUM AND NON-RESIDENTS. 

The crowded state of the house the past year has added 
much to the cares of the officers and to the discomforts of 
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the patients, the daily average being 745, while the room is " 
only sufficient for four hundred and fifty. With the rapid 
growth of the city there must be a corresponding increase 
in the number of the insane, and it becomes important to 
exclude, as far as may be, non-residents — they who have no 
legitimate claim, whatever, upon the city for their support. 
This seems to be required as an act of justice, not only to 
our own insane, but to the tax-payers, who defray the ex- 
pense. These non-residents come principally from the 
Commissioners of Emigration. As the public have an 
active interest in this matter as well as your honorable 
Board, I cannot forbear quoting your letter to the Commis- 
sioners of Emigration, as it shows clearly, forcibly, and con- 
clusively, the injustice done to the city : 

Department of Public CnARiriES and Correction, ) 
New York, October 9th, 1860. ) 

Gentlemen, — ^The Commissioners of Public Charities and 
Correction consider it their imperative duty, as official 
guardians of the Public Institutions under their care and 
government, to make an appeal to the Commissioners of 
Emigration on behalf of justice, propriety, and fairness. 
Both Commissions are, in their duties and obligations, based 
on a generous provision for the protection and care of the 
disabled, unfortunate, and dependent fellow-beings, that find 
their homes and relief through the bounty of their respective 
communities, differing only in the character of these legiti- 
mate claims for their support and care. 

Your claimants for relief cannot be considered as pau- 
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pers or criminals, because they have commuted and paid 
for the protection they require, while the objects of our 
charge are brought to this department with misfortnne, 
poverty, or crime, only as the basis of their claims. This 
statement, wc presume, you will not deny, and upon it we 
base our appeal to you to promptly consider our claim 
for — 

1st. The immediate removal from our institutions of all 
persons now within our jurisdiction who are entitled to be 
cared for by you, and have, in fact, paid you for that care 
and protection. 

2d. The early recognition and payment by you of our 
claims for the support of all who have been, and who now 
are, supported by us, and known and acknowledged by 
your Board as legitimate objects for your support. 

Tlie claims wc make are upon the same basis as those 
made by other counties of the State which you acknow- 
ledge and pay. Nothing is demanded by us for this 
county, which you Iiave not acknowledged and paid to 
almost, if not to every other county in the State. 

Why, then, we ask, is this county where you reside, 
where you and your fellow-citizens are taxed, subject to 
this unjust difference? We confess our inability to see the 
fairness of the distinction, or the justice of your withhold- 
ing the same acknowledgment of our claims, and the same 
pro rata payment of your indebtedness. 
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We cannot feel that our duty, as trustees of a common 
fund of charities and correction, is properly performed 
without manifesting with all our strength our anxiety and 
demand for an immediate payment (or your acknowledg- 
ment in case of inability) of your large and increasing obli- 
gations to this department. 

3d. We beg to call your attention to the immediate 
removal of the lunatics now in our Asylum, known and 
acknowledged by you as having the right to claim a home 
in your institutions. At this time our Asylum is crowded 
beyond the bounds of humanity, while you are provided 
with buildings equally well adapted to their requirements 
with our own. You have every provision for their sup- 
port and care that you have for those who, from other 
causes, take shelter under your Commission, and are alike 
supported by the commutation. Aside from being an act 
of justice to thenci, we claim their removal as an act of 
justice to those whose homes, through you, by them, are 
rendered comparatively comfortless, crowded, and un- 
healthy. 

This statement is made to you witli an earnestness which 
the case requires. We can find no reason for your denial 
of this too just right to the citizens of this county — citizens 
by adoption, too — and which has been attained only through 
a residence in your Institutions, coming by direct transfer 
from you to ub. 

Setting aside all technicalities, and justly considering 
our claims, you must consider this the fair mode of meet- 
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ing us. The past is in the hands of reference, it is true, 
but the present should be met with equal justice with those 
claims which you have not found as easy to deny as you 
have those of the city and county of New York.

The law creating the Board of Commissioners of Emi- 
gration compels the payment by the owner or consignee of 
vessels of $2 for each foreigner landing in the city, to 
create a fund in the hands of the Commissioners to defray 
any expense which the support of the immigrant within five 
years from landing may require. It further directs, that if 
a passenger be insane at the time of landing, the owners of 
the vessel shall execute a joint and several bond for the 
support of said lunatic in a penalty of $500. 

Now, what is the result ? If an immigrant become in- 
sane after arrival he is sent to this Asylum, and the city 
receives no compensation for his support. If the immigrant 
be insane at the time of arrival the same result follows, as 
far as the Asylum is concerned, but the Commissioners of 
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Emigration actually receive pay for the support of the 
party from the owners of the vessel, which claim is secured 
by a bond, while they, on their part, pay nothing to the 
city. Thus the arrival of insane immigrants becomes pro- 
ductive to the interests of the Emigration Society, each 
bonded passenger being a source of income. 

Under the present law, European countries could well 
afford to pay the owners of vessels for their risk, and rid 
themselves of their pauper insane much cheaper than to 
keep them at home. 

Now, if it be true that it is for the interest not only of 
foreign countries but of the Emigration Society, to trans- 
port the insane to our land, it certainly shows a defect in 
the State law which allows a profit to accrue when the 
transaction is highly detrimental to the best interests of 
both city and State. 

But for the city a still more serious evil exists. The 
grand central place for the detention of immigrants by the 
Commissioners of Emigration is at Ward's Island, within 
the city limits. Some of the partially idiotic or insane 
not deemed proper subjects for a lunatic asylum, on arriv- 
ing in this country, are kept at Ward's Island the five years, 
and then transferred to the Public Charities as legal resi- 
dents of New York City. Again : It is well understood by 
the different counties of the State that to rid themselves of 
an immigrant hopelessly insane, he must be returned to 
the Commissioners before the expiration of five years from 
the time of landing, in which case he becomes an inmate 
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of this Asylnm, and the city bears the expense nntil death 
occurs. 

More than one-half our number were, but a few years 
since, recent immigrants, and very many have no claim to 
a residence except from having been in the Asylum or at 
Ward's Island, while nominally under the care and control 
of the Commissionere of Emigration. 

Apparently a tolerated injustice becomes a valid and 
enduring evil. 

Our city can justly complain of — 

1st. Supporting, without compensation, parties who be- 
long to the Commissioners of Emigration. 

2d. Supporting bonded passengers without any compen- 
sation, while the Commissioner of Emigration receive pay 
for their maintenance. 

3d. Supporting a large number, when, since landing, 
five years had expired, simply because they were allowed 
to remain in the Asylum while their support was due from 
the Commissioners, or had been kept at Ward's Island, or 
because they regarded the city as their home, from its be- 
ing the place of business of the Commissioners of Emigra- 
tion. 

By an arrangement between your Board and the Com- 
missioners of Emigration, 27 recent immigrants were, in 
December, transferred from this place to Ward's Island, 
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but at the completion of five yeara from the date of their 
arrival in this country, they will be returned to the Asylum 
unless some legislative action be taken to protect the city. 

. MEANS OP LESSENING THE NUMBER OF INMATES. 

In lessening the crowded state of the house, until the ac- 
commodations are extended, it may be advisable to remove 
a portion of those believed incurable, to make suflScient 
room for the insane who are amenable to treatment. 
Although thereby the incurables would not be so comfort- 
ably situated for the time being, yet this wrong is of much 
less magnitude than that of allowing the curable to become 
hopelessly insane for want of room to afford the necessary 
facilities of cure. Nor should the recently insane be al- 
lowed to remain in any of the other public institutions until 
a. fair trial has been made for their restoration. 

Economy as well as humanity demands that every facil- 
ity be afforded for recovery, without regard to cost. The 
small additional expense of proper treatment for a few 
months is but a trifle compared with that of supporting an 
incurable lunatic for ten, twenty, or thirty years. Above 
all, the Asylum should not be made the receptacle of epi- 
leptics and paralytics. Epilepsy, the terrible results of 
which are well known, is a very common disease, but it is 
only after the occurrence of dementia, when the hope of 
recovery is past, that the patient becomes an inmate of a 
lunatic asylum. In this disease, whatfever can, should be 

done before the mind becomes greatly enfeebled, but, un-

fortunately, too often the duty of the physiciau seems to 
end in deciding upon the character of the disease, without 
carefully investigating its cause and applying judicious 
treatment. It is to me a matter of surprise that in our 
large city there is no hospital for the reception and treat- 
ment of this class. 

I also believe that the number of insane might be ma- 
terially diminished were the family physician consulted 
when the first symptoms of disease were shown. Attacks 
of insanity are rarely sudden, but generally preceded by 
premonitory symptoms for months, and any indication of 
disease of the brain, however obscure, should receive that 
attention which its importance demands, especially if there 
be any hereditary taint of insanity. Frequent headaches, 
sleeplessness, undue excitement from slight causes^ inapt- 
itude for business, depression, illusions of the senses, slight 
loss of memory, partial paralysis, or any other symptom 
denoting derangement of the functions of the brain, should 
secure the most careful attention and measures for relief. 
Were these premonitions regarded, many a family might 
be saved the affliction of having a member insane, and 
thus diminish the number in our hospitals. 



Improvements Eequibed. 

Increased accommodations for the insane are required, 
but as a building is now in the course of erection, and 
since, on the completion of the Island Hospital, the work- 
shop now used as a hospital will be vacated for the recep- 
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tion of lunatics, it does not seem necessary to dwell on this 
subject. 

Our. arrangements for washing are imperfect from lack 
of room, it being barely sufficient for the purposes of 400 
patients. 

A washing machine with the proper fixtures is also much 
needed. To wash for 850 persons is an immense labor, and 
every facility should be afforded not only in point of clean- 
liness, but in that of economy. The expenses for clothing 
amount to a large sum, and unless proper facilities be fur- 
nished the wear and tear of washing nearly equals that of 

actual use. 

* 

It is proposed to add to the wash-house a second story, 
which would more than double the space now used for 
washing and laundry purposes. If all were not used for the 
washing, laundry, and kitchen, small rooms might be fitted 
up and occupied by the help.

ACKNOWLEDGMENTS. 

Our thanks are due to the many contributors to the 
wants and pleasures of the patients. 

John Clancy, Esq., and Major Pinckney have continued 
to send the Leader regularly, and packages of its exchanges 
frequently. Dr. Chadsey ha% contributed a great number 
of newspapers for distribution. Eev. Mr. Peters furnished 
one hundred volumes of books for the use of the patients. 
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Mrs. Doyle, of Williamsburg, aided by giving plants, flow- 
er seeds, &c. Mr. Mcllvane, No. 7 John Street, Messrs. 
Bridgeman, No. 878 Broadway, contributed flower seeds ; 
and Mr. Fuller, of the " Farmers' Club," donated soihe rare 
garden seeds. A. TV". Spies, Esq., presented to the Institn- 
tion a box of fine mineralogical specimens. 

Among tlie officers and attendants of this department 
few changes have been made, and their duties, generally, 
have been discharged in a manner fully satisfactory. On 
your organization the office of Clerk was abolished. 

Eeligious services have been regularly held by the Eev. 
Zetus Searle, Eev. L. Coleman, and Father Bums. My 
experience from year to year confirms the opinion that 
these services are of great utility. 

Drs. Parsons and Meyers within the year resigned their 
offices as Assistant Physicians, and Drs. N. L. Campbell 
and E. S. Smith were appointed to fill the vacancies. All 
of these gentlemen have ably and faithfully discharged 
their duties. 

In closing the report for 1860, permit me to acknowledge 
your kind attention to the wants of the patients, and your 
readiness to supply the requisites for their .comfort and 
welfare. 

May the insane ever find friends, and a guiding Prov- 
idence give wisdom in controlling, that the Institution may 
prove a permanent blessing to the city.

Gentlemen, — Herewith I most respectfully present, the 
Report for part of the year 1860 (having assumed charge 
of the same on the 1st of May, 1860), accompanied hy tab- 
ular statements, showing the age, condition, nativity, edu- 
cation, and facts relating 4;o the convicts under my charge, 
and the daily cost of each. 

When I assumed the charge of the Institution I found 
the prisons, as regards cleanliness, in good order, with the 
exception of the wood- work, which required two good coats 
of paint. The new wing was in an unfinished state. The 
iron-work of the same (except the cell doors), was made 
by contract, and very shamefully performed, having cost 
the Commissioners a large expenditure of labor and money 
to complete, and make safe for occupation. The grounds 
belonging to the department were in a very neglected state. 

The changes that have been made under the new admin- 
istration have been many and salutory — too numerous to 
mention in detail; all unnecessary expenses carefully 
avoided, a large saving has been made in the reduction of 



the number of officere, and the amount of ealaries to the 
same, without, in the least, imparing the good government 
of the Institution. When I took charge of the department 
the force consisted of a warden, deputy warden, clerk, 
thirty-six keepers and guards, two night-watchmen, and 
one matron, whose monthly pay amounted to two thousand 
three hundred and eighty-eight dollars sixty-three cents 
($2,388 63.) 

The number of officers now consist of a warden, clerk, 
twenty-eight keepers and goards, one matron, and two 
night-watchmen, whose monthly pay amounts to one thoa- 
sand seven hundred and seventy-seven dollars and thirty- 
two cents ($1,777 32], making a monthly saving of six 
hundred and eleven dollars thirty-one cento ($611 31), or 
seven thousand three hundred and thirty-five dollars sev- 
enty-two cents ($7,335 72) per year. 

Another very important change, whereby a very large 
amount of money has and will be saved, by the abolishing 
of junketting and feasting of military and fire companies,- 
and all private parties, and the banishing of all intoxicating 
liquors, as well as segars, from all the departmenfs. The 
wardens of the various lostitntions can now attend to their 
legitimate business, restaurants all being closed. 

Improvements have been many, such as laying brick- 
walls, building sea-walls, repairing and making roads, al- 
terations in building formerly occupied by shoemakers and 
carpenters into spacious rooms for the use of " Messrs- Bil- 



Umiiii 
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liDgs & Cobb," as a workshop for 150 convicts, who are 
employed by them on contract, at thirty cents per day, in 
making shoes ; roofing the same with a substantial tin-roof, 
put on with prison labor; painting the entire building with 
two coats of paint, inside and out, also altering the two 
upper stories of the barn for shoe-shop, carpenters' and 
tailors' shop, painting the same inside and out, painting 
and repairing wash-house, boat-house, cook-house, engine- 
house, the interior of the entire prison and warden's resi- 
dence, repairing sky-lights, glazing of windows, &c. 

The cost of laying the brick walks was $152 00

A substantial stone building is now being erected on a 
line with the contract shop, three stories in height, forty- 
two by forty feet, the lower story to be used for manufac- 
turing soap, and the upper stories for the contractors' use. 
This building, when completed, will have been built by 
prison labor, with a very slight exception, and, in point of 
workmanship, will favorably compare with any building 
on the Island. The cost of same has been so far four hun- 
dred and three dollars sixty-three cents ($403 63). 

T)ie ice-house, partially built by my predecessor, is now 
completed at a cost of $421 35, and has a capacity for 
holding 400 tons of ice. 

The convicts detailed in shoe-shop, under the charge of 
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Mr. R. McGee, have, until very recently, been employed 
in making and mending shoes for the Penitentiary and 
other departments. A number of tailors have been em- 
ployed Jin the same shop, cutting, making, and. mending 
jackets, pants, and vests for Penitentiary, Alms House, 
and Bellevue Hospital. The weavers have been kept at 
work weaving blankets for the Penitentiary ; although the 
result of their labor has been very limited, it has been very 
acceptable. Two men have been, and are now engaged in 
making door-mats — a very good and desirable article. 

The convicts detailed in carpenters' shop, under tjie 
charge of Mr. J. Hampton, have been employed in building 
ice-house, altering and building an addition to contract 
shop, making furniture for Island Hospital, repairing boats, 
making and repairing wheel and hand barrows, hods, pails, 
repairing carts, and all repairing and jobbing incidental to 
the Institution. 

The convicts detailed in the blacksmith-shop, under the 
charge of Mr. E. "W". Hunt, have been engaged in making 
gratings for windows and doors at Lunatic Asylum, Alms 
House, Island Hospital, and at City Prison, -shoeing horees 
and cattle for all the departments on the Island, making 
up tinware for Bellevue Hospital, Small-Pox Hospital, 
Store Dpartment, making oil cans, molasses cans, and 
stove-pipe for Alms House and Penitentiary, and all*de- 
scriptions of jobbing too numerous to mention. 

The convicts detailed in stone-cutting shed, under the 
supervision of Mr. James Mahoney, have been profitably 
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employed in cutting stone for Island Hospital, Eandall's 
Island, Alms House, Lunatic Asylum extension, and Peni- 
tentiary department. 

A large gang of convicts have been employed at the 
Island Hospital, painting, rubbing stone for floors, blasting 
rocks in the cellar, laying Croton, soil, and heating pipes, 
excavating for sewers, reservoirs, and ventilating apparatus, 
building flues for boilers, raising the chimney twenty feet, 
mixing mortar, and other miscellaneous work incident to 
the completion of a new building. 

A gang of men, ranging from 4 to YO, with two keepers, 
were detailed during the summer and fall, at Eandall's and 
Ward's Island, to perform such services as were deemed 
necessary. Also, a gang of men, with a keeper, have been 
detailed, and are now at work at Bellevue Hospital, em- 
ployed at painting and other necessary work. 

A gang of 40 men, under the charge of Mr. H. Brainard, 
are now, and have been for some time employed at the 
upper end of the island quarrying stone for Lunatic Asy* 
lum extension and Island Hospital. Mr. P. E. Brown and 
J. Demott have been engaged in quarrying stone for Island 
Hospital and sea-wall. 

The general health of the department has been very good, 
and has been exempt from all epidemic or contagious dis- 
eases — the deaths being generally the results of diseases 
incident to the convict, previous to his commitment. 

The land attached to the department in charge of Mr. S. 
8 
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Kuth, has yielded aa ample supply of all vegetables re- 
quired for the lustitution. 

I would most respectfully tender my sincere thanks to 
the Commissioners of Public Charities and Correction, for 
tbe very kind manner in which they have assisted me in 
the administration of the department. 

I would also make honorable mention of the good con- 
duct of all the oflScers attached to the Institution, for their 
fidelity and zeal in the performance of their several duties.

To the Hon. Board of Commia^onera of Public Charities 
and Correction: 

Gentlemen, — ^In compliance with the directions of your 
honorable Board, I herewith transmit a succinct statement 
of that portion of the department which you have entrusted 
to my care. 

• 

On taking charge in May last, my attention was first nat- 
urally called to the condition of the children in the different 
departments. My inquiries commenced with a personal ex- 
amination of the buildings in which the children were lodg- 
ed and fed, and the result, as will hereafter be shown, was the 
discovery that, without a single exception, dilapidation, and 
consequent want of suitable accommodations, were every- 
where visible, owing to lack of proper and timely repairs. To 
remedy as far as in my power, and without delay, existing 
evils, I deemed it necessary, under your directions, to place 
the different buildings in the condition in which they now 
are, and which I trust has met the approval of your honor- 
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able body, to wboae advice and checrfal co-operation I feel 
luyBelf much indebted. Everything tliat my limited expe- 
rience could devise has been done to eecnre the utmost 
comfort for the large family of children under your care— 
and it is gratifying to know that, by their general good 
conduct, they evince a just appreciation of the unwearied 
care and exertione of their benefactors to promote their 
comfort and welfare. 

The following is a condensed statement of the statistics 
of the Institution for the year :

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Among the many important changes made by your hon- 
orable Board, has been the abolishing of the following offi- 
ces, viz. : store-keeper, master mason, master carpenter, 
farmer, and one keeper, thereby making a reduction of 
$3,960 per annum in salaries alone. 

I am happy to inform you, in connection with the above 
subject, that the pay-roll of this department for the month 
of December shows a reduction of $408 05, compared with 
that of December, 1859, at the same time having an in- 
creased population of 29 children under our care. I would 
also class among one of the important changes, the improve- 
ment in the style and quality of the clothing, which adds 
greatly to the neatness of appearance and comfort of the 
children. 

The improvements have been many and various, among 
which may be named : 

The New Idiot House, 

« 

Extension to Infant Nursery, 
" " " Quarantine, 
" " North Hospital, 
" " South " 

New Exercise Building, 

New Washing Machine, and Wringer, 

New shafting for same. 

The whole cost of the above-named improvements being 
$20,587 85. 
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The new Idiot House is now in course of rapid comple- 
tion, and wh^n we are enabled to occapy it, the increased 
accommodations we will possess will afford an opportunitj 
of classifying those poor unfortanates, and improying to the 
best of our ability the condition of the idiot children upon 
this Island. The four extensions and new Exercise Build- 
ing afford ample room for in-door exercise for the inmates, 
when the weather forbids this most essential enjoyment in 
the open air. 

The new washing machine gives great satisfaction, and 
enables us to wash the clothing cleaner than before, besides 
giving greater facilities for changing the apparel of the 
children.

I would simply state in reply to the 17th Article of In- 
sti notion, desiring suggestions which may add to the econo- 
my of the department, that as far as watchful zeal and 
assiduous attention to tlie minutest details of the mauage- 
ment of this Institution is concerned, I shall always endeavor 
to comply with the wishes of the Board in that respect, and 
trust, by the exercise of strict economy in the internal affairs 
of this department, to show a reduction of expenses for the 
present year. 

For a detailed history of the admissions, discharges, and 
deaths, from May 1st, (the date of my assuming the duties 
of Warden,) to December 31st, 1860, please see table 
marked "A." 

Table " B " gives the ages of the children admitted for 
the same period. In the table marked " C " is shown the 
cost, yearly, monthly, and daily, of each inmate, for clothing 
and bedding, provisions, salaries, and all other expenses. 

Table " D " contains the amount and value of mechan* 
ical labor performed by inmates, among which may be 
enumerated the erection of a building for the storage of 
miscellaneous articles ; plank-walks rebuilt and repaired ; 
picket and stone fences repaired and new ones buih. 

A great amount of plastering, paving, curbing, sewering, 
&c. ; also, excavating, grading, and repairing, all roads on 
Island, in addition to new ones opened, and such other job- 
bing and repairs which are always going on, and for a more 
detailed statement of which I respectfully refer you to 
table '5 D.". 
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Table "E" gives the amount and value of produce 
raised on farm. 

During the past year every building upon the Island has 
been painted — principally by convict and pauper labor — 
which adds greatly to the improved appearance of the^ houses. 
All the old dilapidated piazzas, twenty-five in number, 
have been taken dowA and erected anew. We have built 
a bathing-house 46 x 54 feet, for the large boys, the only 
cost to the department being the materials. 

The ice-house, 22 x 22 feet and 25 feet high, has been 
rebuilt by labor of inmates, and affords greater facilities 
for the storage of our ice. 

I would respectfully call your attention to the great sav- 
ing effected in our blacksmith work, amounting to $860 60 
the whole of which has been performed by Island labor. I 
would also state that the item of repairing stoves, &c., 
which last year cost this island $407 12, has only amounted 
to $90 00, at the same time burning eight more fires than 
last year, and the same amount of repairs having been donew. 
Allow me to suggest to your honorable Board the propriety 
of erecting a suitable building to be used as a store. The 
basement occupied at present is unfit for said purpose, being 
very damp, and, consequently, unhealthy, and not large 
enough to contain our goods or transact our business. 

* I would also recommend the extension of the east dock 
15 or 20 feet, to enable vessels to lie with safety while dis- 
charging their cargoes — as we have had several vessels 
sunk at that dock, owing to the bad and rocky bottonou 
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I had inteuded to call your attention to the subject of 
lighting the buildings of this department with gas, but this 
would now be unnecessary, as I am pleased to learn that 
you have anticipated me in relation to that matter. 

I am pleased to inform you that the plumbing work 
throughout the whole of the buildings has undergone a 
thorough repairing. It has heretofoito been in a wretched 
condition, but is now in good order and will require but 
very little attention for some time to come. 

The number of children attending school five hours per 
day is 600, and you will be gratified to know that the school 
will compare favorably with any in the county. A larger 
class of boys have been occupied, when out of school, at 
intervals in the garden and on the farm. 

Annexed please find the statistics of the store department 
giving the amount of goods received, disbursed, and the 
stock on hand January 1st, 1861. 

I would call your attention to the discrepency in the ac- 
count of stock, amounting to $325 22, which has existed 
under former administrations. 

In conclusion I deem it my duty^ as it is my pleasure, to 
acknowledge the eiBcient aid I have at all times received 
from the hands of the resident physician, whose valuable 
suggestions have enabled me, in the course of my duties,*to 
carry out the intention of the Board of Commissioners, to 
render the department worthy of the liberal care bestowed 
upon it. 
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To the other officers engaged in the performance of the 
yarions duties assigned them, I feel indebted for the alacrity 
and zeal manifested by them on all occasions. 

Permit me to thank your honorable Board for the prompt 
and speedy manner in which my requisitions have been 
granted, and for the unvarying interest taken in the wel- 
fare of the Institution, which is open to the inspection of all 
respectable persons who feel interested in the charities of 
the city of New York.

Gentlemen, — Your physician respectfully Bubmits the 
following as his Annual Eeport of the Nursery Hospital for 

1860:

Annexed hereto are tables showing the diseases of those 
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who have died, the departmeuts from which they have been 
received, with the number admitted from each ; the ages 
of those admitted, and of those deceased, and the length of 
time they were resident in the department before admission 
to the Hospital, 

The following observations, based upon those tables, are 
worthy of remark : 

57 (or 53y\ per cent.) of the children who have died 
were received direct from the city and quarantine ; 35 (or 
32yV per cent.) from the infant nursery, 6 (5yV per 
cent.) from the Idiot Asylum, 9 (8^^ per cent.) from all 
the remaining departments on the Island — ^including the 
girls' nursery under the immediate charge of Mrs. Ley ; 
the boys' nursery under Mrs. Morgan and Mr. Eipley ; and 
the small boys' nursery under Mrs. Botmer. 68 (or 63yV 
.per cent.) were of children under four years of age. 

The time of residence on the Island, before admission to 
the Hospital, of all patients treated, and of those who have 
died, merits notice. 23 per cent, of all admissions, and 30 
per cent, of all deaths, were of children who had been on 
the Island less that five days. 47 per cent, of admissions, 
and 70 per cent, of deaths, less than one month. And 12 
per cent, of admissions, and four per cent, of* deaths, were 
resident one year and over. 

Early in the month of July last an epidemic of measles 
appeared in the Institution, and continued to prevail until 
December. 
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Six children have been sent to the Small-Pox Hospital, 
during the year, with varioloid : three of these cases con- 
tracted the disease in the city, the eruption appearing soon 
after their arrival. Vaccination has been practiced, as in 
years past, upon all unprotected children as they come on 
the Island. To this course may be attributed the exemption 
of the nurseries from anything like an epidemic of small- 
pox for many years, notwithstanding the exposure incident 
to the occasional reception, of children suflfering from this 
disease. 

Ophthalmia has not been epidemic — diseases of the eye 
having been principally confined to chronic cases (sent to 
this Institution for treatment) and scrofulous affections. 

The condition of the hospitals is good — they are kept in 
excellent order — the sick are carefully nursed and cared for, 
and have all their necessities supplied. 

The new building designed for the idiots is now nearly 
ready for their occupation. When it is completed, and the 
idiots are removed from the hospital, the crowded condition 
of our wards will be greatly relieved. 

Among the improvements effected by your Board I take 
pleasure in mentioning the addition to each of the hospitals 
of commodious play-rooms, admirably adapted to the pur- 
poses for which they were designed ; they will prove emi- 
nently serviceable to convalescent children, permitting them 
to exercise in fresh air, with sufficient protection to secure 
them from undue exposure. 
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I would respectfully recommend that suitable accommo- 
dations be provided for the lame and deformed boys of the 
Institution. They now form a large class and are constantly 
increasing in number. They need especial care and pro- 
tection from the rudeness of the large company of vigorous 
and healthy boys with whom they now mingle. Such pro- 
vision would relieve the hospital of numbers that are now 
kept in the wards for protection and care only. 

Children under four years of age require more than the 
attention of one woman divided among twenty-five or thirty. 
They need something more than proper and sufficient food — 
cleanliness and regular and precise habits that the system 
necessary to manage large companies demands. They need 
sympathy, the manifestation of affection, and indulgence 
in irregularities of habits, that can only be furnished and 
permitted by a nurse having in charge a very small num- 
ber of little ones. I earnestly commend to the consideration 
of your Board the propriety of providing special nurses for 
these children, either here or elsewhere, as may be deemed 
expedient, each nurse to have the exclusive care and man- 
agement of four or five children only, and to be held re- 
sponsible for their welfare. 

My assistants. Doctors J. N. Himes and Eugene Peugnet, 
are worthy of honorable mention for their industry and 
zeal in the discharge of their duties.

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1st. — ^The undersigned would most respectfully inform 
your honorable Board, that the condition of this depart- 
ment, when he entered upon the duties as superintendent, 
was in a very neglected state, requiring painting and white- 
washing throughout, in fact the utmost scrutiny was neces* 
sary ; of clothing, bedding, &c., there was great need, and 
even common cleanliness was requisite for the comfort and 
protection of the inmates. 

2d. — Changes were made in this department by your 
honorable Board, in the reduction of oflScers, viz., deputy 
superintendent and keepers, thus reducing the staff nearly 
one-half; also, change of matron of sewing-room and wash- 
house ; likewise the transfer of " City Prison vagrants" to 
this Institution. 

3d. — During the undersigned's term here, improvements 
of importance have been made — ^for instance, the introduc- 
tion of pipes for heating each cell with steam, in a greater 
portion of the building, and four feet square registers sub- 
stituted in male and female halls for twelve inch square 
ones, also a thorough examination of all the old pipes, and, 
where required, new ones placed, a new boiler-house, and 
a new boiler, by Messrs. Murphy & Co., new bath-room for 
the reception of male inmates, the carpenter's, blacksmith's, 
and tinsmith's work-shops removed and placed on the east 
shore, for the purpose of erecting extensive additions to the 
Lunatic Asylum on the ground originally occupied by them.

5th. — I consider the benefits arising from the same 
changes, mentioned in sections two and three, are complete, 
since this department is being more efficiently managed 
with the reduced staff, than formerly, and I think that our 
sewing-room, tailor's shop, and cap contract shop will give 
satisfactory evidence to this statement. The increased 
comforts conferred upon the unfortunate inmates under my 
charge, by the introduction of more extended steam appa- 
ratus, is most evident throughout the building ; the boilers 
are in good working order, and the removal of the work- 
shops has greatly augmented our facilities for dispatch and 
general working purposes, at the same time adding to gen- 
eral neatness of appearance. The new house of reception 
was much needed, affording as it does increased accommo- 
dations for those prisoners who come here from the City 
Prison, in a most loathsome condition, but who, neverthe- 
less, are formidable auxiliaries to the department, by the 
amount of labor obtained from them during their short stay 
of five or ten days.

I7th. — The undersigned would most respectfully suggest 
as inducements to contractors, to whom we could make 
available our working labor, that steam-power should be 
introduced on the premises, enabling us thereby to com- 
pete with outside labor. There are other improvements 
I would like to suggest, viz., increased accommodations 
for cooking of food, washing an^ drying of clothes, and 
mess-rooms, and that a distinct building for laundry pur- 
poses be erected on the east shore, also one for cook-house 
and mess-rooms ; thus aflTording us extra accommodations 
for prisoners, which, owing to our increasing numbers, is 
necessary ; and thus saving the great expense of what will 
at some future day be required, consequent on such influx 
of numbers — a new wing to main building. The classi- 
fication of our inmates at the present time is likewise in 
opposition to our requirements as a work-house, many in- 
sane and demented being included in the number. This 
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has considerable tendency against us, as no contractor or 
manufacturer would be likely to trust the performance of 
their labor into such hands, and to remedy this, I would 
most respectfully suggest that a selection of the casual ap- 
plicants for relief be made for supplying the aforesaid 
available working force. 

18th. — Having mentioned in Eection 5 our benefits deriva- 
ble from the short-time prisoners, I w^ould further most 
respectfully state the benefits to themselves by their trans- 
fer to this department from the City Prison. Here they 
are improved in their condition, and in many instances 
clothed on their discharge, so far as instructed by your 
honorable Board, and leave this healthy, and with a cleanly 
appearance ; and instead of their resorting to the purlieus 
of debauchery and filth they were in daily contact with pre- 
vious to coming up, many of them (unless quite irreclaim- 
able) seek to better their condition, and we hear nothing 
more of them. This I consider speaks in eulogistic terms 
of your honorable Board's supervision, and tends in a great 
measure to lessen the enormous amount of taxation, for 
pauper support. 

19th. — ^This Institution during the last six months has been 
remarkably healthy, and is now clean and in good order, 
ready for inspection at all times. 

20th. — Our daily average number of inmates during the 
year was 1,084111.

New York, January 1st, 1861. 

To the Commissioners of Pvhlic Charities and Correction 
of the City of New York: 

Gentlemen, — ^The period has again come around when it 
becomes my duty to lay before you the Annual Keport of 
the Colored Home. The health and comfort of our inmates, 
during the past year, have been greatly increased by the ex- 
tended accommodation spoken of, as in progress, in the last 
report — they having been completed, and still further ad- 
ditions made — so that our Institution is now presenting ad- 
vantages scarcely inferior to any of the public institutions 
of charity in our city. 

I know of nothing of especial interest to bring before 
your body in the present Eeport. Our Managers still con- 
tinue unwearied in their eflforts to benefit the class of persons 
committed to their care, and every year, I think, shows 
more distinctly the good resulting from their labors. 

As usual, a large number of those who have gone out 
from our Hospital and Nursery have gone to good places, 
mostly in the country. 
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TVe are still favored with the valuable services of the 
Reverend Thomas MacFarlan, as our Chaplain, whose ef- 
forts for the moral and religious improvement of our inmates 
are unremitting. 

The recent introduction of the Croton water will enable 
the Board to carry out their plans of erecting suitable baths, 
so essential in the sanitary arrangements of all public insti- 
tutions.

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COLORED ORPHAN ASYLUM. 



EEPOET. 

With gratitude to Him who has bestowed upon the Col- 
ored Orphan Asylum His renewed blessings from day to 
day, the Managers have pleasure in recording its steady 
progress. Increasing interest is manifested by children and 
care-takers. The excellent and well disciplined schools of 
the Institution, together with the religious and moral train- 
ing of the children, successfully develope much that has 
long lain dormant, and serve to eradicate the unmistakable 
influences of neglect and evil associations, to which too 
many of these poor children have been sadly exposed. 

During the past year no epidemic, with the exception of 
mumps, has visited this home of the homeless child, as has 
oftentimes been the case, leaving in its course the varied 
phases of tubercular disease. The health of the Institution 
has been unsurpassed, promoted, perhaps, by a more effec- 
tual sewerage of the premises and the improved diet of the 
children, which experience has taught should be highly 
nutritive, productive of heat, and anti-scorbutic, and, at the 
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same time, palatable. Their happy countenances, vigor of 
limb, etc., attest to their improved condition. 

The Managers still retain the valued services and watch- 
ful care of Dr. James McCune Smith, whose successful 
treatment of the sick, and his undiminished interest in the 
prosperity of the Institution, has continued for eighteen 
successive years. They record, with pleasure, the accept- 
ance of Dr. Jjimes R. "Wood of his appointment of Surgeon 
to the Institution.

The Managers have been greatly relieved by a donation 
from the Cojnmon Council, near the close of the last year, 
equivalent to their assessments. 

No change has been made in the officers of the house, 
to whose faithful and unwearied services much of the order 
and comfort of the Institution may be ascribed. Several 
of the employees have been in the Institution from three to 
twelve years, and continue to discharge their varied duties 
with strict fidelity. 

Much responsibility is felt in providing homes for these 
children. They are generally indentured on farms, at 
twelve years old. Boys until twenty-one ; girls eighteen. 
A boy who fulfils his part of the contract, receives yearly 
stipends, amounting, at the end of the term, to $100, with 
interest, which is deposited in the Bank for savings, in 
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trust for him, and he is advised to make it a nucleus for 
further deposits, or for some safe investment. A girl re- 
ceives $50. 

Satisfactory accounts have been received from most of 
the children whose terms are unexpired. 

Several of them, who have completed their term of in- 
denture within the last year, have visited the Asylum pre- 
viously to commencing anew. This is anticipated with 
great pleasure, and is always gratifying to the Managers, 
as well as to the inmates of the Institution. They are en- 
couraged to return to their employers, or to the neighbor- 
hood in which they have been brought up. 



PHYSICIAN'S BEPORT. 

To the Managers of the Colored Orphan Asylum of the 
City of New York : 

The undersigned begs leave to present the following 
report of the sickness and mortality in the Colored Orphan 
Asylum, for the year ending November 26th, 1860 : 

Cases of sickness — ^boys, 38 ; girls, 46 ; total, 84. 
Mortality — boys, 4 ; girls, 3 ; total, 7. 

The whole number of children during the year in the 
Asylum was 281. The proportion of the sick was 1 in 
3.36. 'the proportion of the mortality was 1 in 40, pre- 
senting the smallest proportion, both of sickness and mor- 
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tality, which has occurred since the foundation of the 
Asylum. The year, moreover, has been an exceedingly 
healthy one in the city. 

• 

The only epidemic during the year was the mumps, 
{Parotitis^ which attacked twenty-jSve of the children. 

The diminished number of cases and fatality of consump- 
tion is most gratifying, and is doubtless promoted by the 
improved diet. 

I beg to congratulate the Managers in having secured 
the distinguished services of Dr. James E. Wood, as Sur- 
geon to the Institution. On the 21st June, he operated on 
Robinson Penton for club feet, an operation which is 
nearly, and in a few weeks will be entirely, successful. 

Appended is a detailed statement of the cases of sickness 
and mortality, which is respectfully submitted.

The Superintendent of Out-Door Poor respectfully pre- 
sents the accompanying statement and statistics for the 
year ending December 31st, 1860, by which it will appear 
that 5,801 adults and 6,515 children have been relieved by 
donations in money, and 27,878 adults and 39,586 children 
with fuel. The amount expended from 1st January to 20th 
April under the late Board, was $48,629 92, and for the 
balance of the year under the Commissioners $58,717'*. 
Total for the year $107,347 84, being a decrease of $6,697 49 
from the year 1859.

During the year, 1230 children have been sent to the nursery 
department on Bandall's Island, from which place 389 have 
been sent on trial to responsible parties, previous to being 
indentured, 5 have eloped, 29 returned to Eandall's Island, 
and 63 who were on trial have been indentured ; 165 of the 
above were taken on trial by the Children's Aid Society, 
and sent to the Western States, and 14 by the Eev. C. 
C. Townsend, of Iowa City. The accounts which have 
been received relative to them are very satisfactory, and I 
recommend that an officer be detailed from this department 
to visit all children during the present year, for the purpose 
of examining as to their condition, and to prepare the re- 
quisite papers of indenture. 

Through this department permits were given for the in- 
terment of 1,333 bodies, of which 36 were claimed by 
friends or relatives, and removed to private cemeteries ; the 
balance (1,297) were conveyed and interred in the City 
Cemetery on Ward's Island. 
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The plan proposed by the Commissioners to have printed 
interrogatories presented to each applicant for relief, and 
have them filled up and certified to by responsible parties, 
will, I am confident, be the means of preventing fraud and 
deception on this charity to a very great extent. 

In conclusion, I have to present my thanks to the clerks, 
visitors, and other employees in the discharge of their several 
duties, and trust that the conducting of the affairs of the 
Out-Door Poor department meets with the approbation of 
the Commissioners of Public Charities and Correction.
